2,500,000 feet of land and flats at East 
Boston, lying between Maverick street 
and Wood Island park and separating 
the property of the commonwealth, lo- 
cated off Jeffries point, from the main- 
land. 

While details of the plan for utiliza- 
tion of the land are not decided, it will 
be developed generally for pier and 
manufacturing sites after the usual 
bulkheading is finished. 

Approval for this taking was granted 
by the Governor and council on Sept. 10. 

Today’s action will make the common- 
wealth property available, as it was 
isolated from the mainland by the East 
Boston Company’s land. It is believed 
that this will end the litigation of the 
company for rights to a channel, as the 
commonwealth can take all the land by 
eminent domain. 

Chairman Bancroft said today that it 
would be some years before the property 
could be completely developed, but that 
detailed plans would soon be made. Bids 
for dredging will have to be called for, 
and more bulkheading will be required

It was also decided today that the 
wharf property adjoining the South 
ferry, known as the Eastern railroad 
pier, should be hereafter designated as 
the Commonwealth pier No, 1.

This year is therefore 
certain to be the most notable in the 
history of the river’s output of tonnage, 
and’to make a new record.

SOUTH AUSTRALIA 
ABORIGINES NEEDS 
ARE POINTED OUT

MELBOURNE, Victoria—In South 
Australia the Aborigines Friends Associ- 
ation recommends the appointment of a 
board to consist of those most vitally in 
touch with the needs of the aborigines, 
and behind whom the government will 
stand to give the financial aid and con- 
trol necessary in dealing with the native. 

They, the natives, are particularly 
anxious that the missionary work car- 
ried on for so long by the association 
shall be fully maintained. In the fifty- 
fifth annual report of the committee of 
the association it is stated that some 
of the reserves allotted to the natives 
have been sold, “their happy hunting 
grounds taken, and they have been 
driven into very limited spaces, by the 
advance of civilization.” 

So long as any members of the native 
tribes remain, the work of the associ- 
ation will be needed. 


BALTIC NORTH SEA 
CANAL SEES 57,000 
SHIPS IN ONE YEAR

BERLIN, Germany—The Kreuz Zeitung 
states that the surplus for the yen 
1912 on the Emperor William canal, 
joining the North sea to the Baltic, am- 
ounted to 400,000 marks.

ATHENS, Greece—There would seem 
to be serious ground for supposing that 
recent negotiations have reached but 
little nearer a settlement of Greco-Turk- 
ish differences and the consequent signa- 
ture of peace in the Balkans.

small technical sub-commission. The la- 
bors of the latter council have been con- 
cluded, only to find the Turkish delegates 
still without instructions from Constan- 
tinople concerning the points upon which 
it was considered that an accord had | 
been reached. 

On some questions, however, the Porte 
has expressed its views, and it is to be 
regretted that such replies as have been 
received give but little hope of a speedy 
termination of the negotiations. It is, 
moreover, somewhat difficult to under- 
stand precisely what objects the Porte 
has in view. 

According to a declaration made to 
the writer by the chief of the Turkish 
delegation, his endeavor and that of his 
colleagues is to insure the granting of 
such conditions as ,will permit the Mu- 
hammadan population to remain in 
Grecian Macedonia and obviate the ne- 
cessity for wholesale emigration on ‘their 
part—an object, be it noted, which is 
equally in the interests of Greece. 


But the stipulations put forward by 
the Porte by no means confirm this 
attitude. Take, for example, the vexed 
question of the nationalities. Hereon 
there was originally a great diversity of 
opinion’ manifested until the Greeks 
oeded and agreed that Greeks born in the 
annexed provinces, bufj at present resid- 
ing in Turkey should have the option of 
retaining their Ottoman nationality or 
opting for Greek citizenship, in which 
case they must leave Turkey within 
three years. 

In- response to this concession the 
Porte has put forward another demand 
to the effect that Hellenes born within 
the actual frontiers of Turkey, but liv- 
ing in the annexed provinces, shall re- 
tain Ottoman citizenship, even though 
their residence in, for example, Salonica, 
shall have had a duration of 20, 30 or 
even 40 years. 

While it is obvious that the adoption 
of such an uncompromising attitude by 
the Young Turkish statesmen cannot 
be held to have been dictated by any 
solicitude for their brother Muhamma- 
dans, it is likewise difficult to conceive 
what profit can accrue to them from 
any such arrangement. 

Such a condition, which is typical of 
the new counter proposals of the Turks 
so far.as anything is known of their 
tenor, is naturally inacceptable to the 
Greek government, and it therefore ap- 
pears but logical to suppose that nego- 
tiations are rapidly reaching a deadlock 
from which the way of escape will be 
difficult indeed. ‘ 

Unfortunately deliberate delay and 
the serious discussion of ridiculous pre- 
tensions is a feature of Turkish diplo- 
macy. Now, as ofttimes in the past,

It 
was a phenomenon wholly different in 
character and in origin, and unless the 
public understood that, he submitted 
that they understood nothing whatever 
about the situation.

So-Called Sweating System Is Topic of Speakers at the 
Opening of Exhibition in Dundee at Which the Mar- 
quess of Tullibardine Is One of the Speakers

EDINBURGH, Scotland—An exhibition 
of sweated industries, under the auspices 
of the Scottish Council for Women’s 
Trades and Union for the Abolition of 
Sweating, was recently held in Dundee. 

The Marquess of Tullibardine, who 
opened the exhibition, said the slavery 
of the old days was a superior kind to 
what he might call the sweating slavery 
of today. According to modern ideas 
they had no slavery, and instead of that 
they had the sweating system, which was 
a far more pernicious form of slavery, 
and one far worse, not only for the 
physique but for the morals of the 
people, than the old system, 

Those problems formed very difficult 
questions to approach, but he felt that 
the real crux of the whole matter was 
the price of the article and if they 
could insure that an article was sold at 
a price that would give a proper profit 
and a proper wage they would probably 
have eliminated, or at least be perfectly 
able to deal with the evils attendant on 
its production. 

The first essential in the production 
of goods was really an adequate wage 
for the man who made them, and the 
second surely was that thbdse goods 
should be made under proper sanitary 
surroundings. Surely if it was Christian 
here to see that certain conditions should 
be observed it was equally their duty 
as Christians to see that equal condi- 
tions were observed elsewhere. It was 
obviously impossible that they could go 
to other countries and interfere with 
the rates of wages and working condi- 
tions, but he did think they could say 
that goods of other countries should not 
be sold in their market at a price which 
meant that they had not been produced 
under a proper and reasonable system. 

Trades unions were unable really to 


touch outworkers, and so they lost the 
benefit of the best part of trade union- 


ism, and in consequence there Were peo- 
ple being exploited in this country for 
the manufacture of goods which would | 
not be tolerated for one moment if| 
these workers could be properly protect- | 
ed in factories or in trades unions. Home | 
work, in some cases, Was @ very good.

The Rev. Herbert Gray, Glasgow, said 
that hundreds of women were being 
worked up to the limit of their capacity 
for rates of pay which spelt weekly 
wages of from 4s.

Any adult male who was employed for 
less than 20s. a week was a sweated | 
worker. The really helpful method of 
dealing with sweated industries had 
been discovered in the trade boards act.

POLITICAL HISTORY DISCUSSED

The lecturer, addressing a large audi- 
ence, took as his subject, “The Place of 
London in English Political History” and

Lakewood is widely renowned for its 
» many broad and attractive avenues and 
boulevards, its beautiful and often spa- 
cious and substantial homes, the culture

its exceptional cleanliness. 


Lakewood has always favored having | 
the best in its schools and consequently | 
has provided a number of well-appointed | 


buildings and employed a large corps 
of capable and successful teachers. Re- 
ligious denominations in most instances 
have erected or are erecting large edifices. 
The public service departments rank 
among the most efficient. Industries re- 
ceive slight encouragement to locate in 
Lakewood, and stores and banks are 
confined to one street, owing to the re- 
strictions originally inserted in the deeds 
given by those who platted the land for 
the city, to insure the perpetual main- 
tenance of residence districts.

THROUGH a report to the national grange in 
session at Manchester, N. H., it is first made 
known to the public that this organization, 
acting through a committee, offered its advice 
to Woodrow Wilson, prior to his inaugura- 
tion as President of the United States, as to 
the selection of a secretary of agriculture. 
No name was proposed, and only the general 
qualifications were set forth. Iqually 
interesting as belated news is the proposal 
made by Mr. Wilson, that criticism of the secretary he should 
appoint be suspended for six months, to which the committee agreed. 
The half-year having passed, the ban upon criticism is removed, 
but the committee can go no further in passing judgment than to 
say that the secretary is still on trial. The appointment of Mr. 
Houston was evidently not pleasing, and his service is under 
inspection. 

That the grange, as*the representative body of the farmers of 
the country, should officially counsel with the incoming President 
as to the sort of man to be placed at the head of the department of 
agriculture offers no apparent ground for criticism. No more does 
the reply of Mr. Wilson, which adds another evidence of the orig- 
inality of the man who, in the presidency, has been an upsetter of 
traditions and precedents. The restraint of the grange in not naming 
the man it wanted may indeed be widely commended as an exam- 
ple to special interests in their attempts to help govern the country. 
It is only when the committee of this numerous order concludes 
that the secretary appointed, not acceptably to the farm interest, 
is still on trial, that the attitude of the body comes under question. 
To whom is he to justify himself? By whom is he being tried? 
What are the standards of the test that is being applied to him 
and not yet fully satisfied? 

Another cabinet member has come under criticism for his 
organized class associations. Secretary Wilson is sharply rebuked 
for attendance at the meeting of the federation of labor and for 
seeming to put the government in the position of alliance with that 
body. The farthest the secretary went in that direction seems to 
nave been to assure the organized labor leaders that the administra- 
tion would cooperate in improving conditions of labor, a sufficiently 
indefinite assurance to leave Washington uncommitted to any stated 
policy. 

There is one peril in organized class connection with public 
administration, that the man in office be claimed as the continuing 
representative of a particular interest. Secretary Houston is on 
trial before the whole country, is responsible for his conduct to the 
whole country and must be burdened with no other obligation than 
to the whole country. Representation in the cabinet is not a con- 
cession to an interest but the recognition that it has relations to 
the public so great as to warrant the government having in its high- 
est counsel one who is assigned to the task of developing relations 
to the highest possible point of common benefit: There is no sort 
of class proprietorship in a government office or in the man who 
is filling it. 
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SELF-SUPPORT, in part or in whole, has been 
the method by which many students in Amer- 
ican colleges and universities have gained an 
education.

}| the higher state ot disciplined mental power 
and wisdom. Whether, in days gone by, the 
proportion of such self-supporting students was more or less than 
it is now, 1s difficult to say. Presumably their number is less. Be 
that as it may, it is certain that the student employment agencies 
which universities and colleges now make part of their administra- 
tive machinery are steadily reporting an increasing number of men 
who work while they study. Nor is this fact altogether surprising 
in view of the depleted state of family income in strata of society 
most prolific in students and the rising cost of tuition in institu- 
‘jons not backed by public treasuries. The wonder is that, with 
rise in cost of living during recent years and the high tuition tax 
imposed by eastern colleges of the United States, there has been 
the steady increase in number of matriculants that is apparent from 
the statistics. 

The recent decision of Yale University to raise its tuition fees 
has been taken only after prolonged weighing of the pros and cons. 
But with the choice made, while it no doubt makes certain larger 
revenue, it also must diminish the matriculation of students coming 
from regions of the country where university education is assumed 
by the state and its costs distributed over the entire population.

gas plants exclusively by the state. It laid 
emphasis on the fact that public utilities are 
primarily urban and that the control of pub- 
iic functions should be localized as much as possible. Nothing is 
more forcibly impressed upon thinkers on civic problems in these 
days than the tact that the more powerful corporations become and 
the more widespread their services, the more important it is that 
they should be directly answerable to local communities. 

Very naturally, powerful financial interests in local public 
utilities prefer to have the corporations regulated by the state. 
There is considerable ground for their objection to local supervision. 
li is often influenced by sentiment, prejudice, popular antagonism, 
which distance greatly modifies. Not infrequently it happens that 
local indignation over some real or fancied grievance manifests itself 
emotionally to the serious cost of public utility corporations. But 
tor a conmnunity seeking to govern others, one of the first duties is 
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to govern itself, and if all progress is not to cease for fear of some 
contingency it must be taken for granted that the community in 
the long run will deal as equitably with the corporation as does the 
state. In the very nature of the case, the community must deal 
more considerately with itself. 

mergencies at times render it advisable for communities to 
safeguard their affairs by delegating authority belonging to them 
to the state. When these emergencies are past, when the people of 
any community are conscious of their ability to meet their own 
problems, home rule should be resumed. It should never in any 
event be parted with permanently. ‘The community knows far bet- 
ter than the state or the nation what its needs are in local public 
service. It should be in a position to press those needs at all times 
directly upon its public service corporations. If municipal owner- 
ship and operation are not to be precipitated before either the cor- 
porations or communities are ready for them, municipal control 
of local public utilities must be granted, exercised fairly and 
responded to promptly. 


NEARLY every city 1n the United States and 7 | 
Canada has had its “no seat. no fare” |} | 
movement at one time or another. Almost 
since traincars for urban transportation were 
introduced into populous communities there 
have been periodical rebellions against strap- 
hanging. And all through the years there 
have been people and whole communities 
insistent on the proposition that if they had 
the management of street cars in hand every- 
body who paid a nickel would be provided with a comfortable seat. 
People of Seattle, Wash., felt for a long time that they could man- 
age traction a great deal more satisfactorily for themselves than 
others could manage it for them, and having provided the way for 
such an undertaking legally, and having taken over the’ responsibility 
of moving the people of the community to and fro daily, it became 
incumbent upon city and people to rise to the height of their 
promises. 

We are told now that Seattle, in furtherance of its design to 
demonstrate beyond question the superiority of public over private 
ownership and operation, is about tq introduce “the latest ideas in 
street cars, from seats for all to ventilators in the roof.” The ven- 
tilators, for the present at least, are another matter. The great 
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soint is that Seattle seems to be convinced that it can give a seat: 


for every nickel. Perhaps it can. Let us hope that it can and 
will, and vet this will not solve the whole problem. 

It would do so if people who could not get a seat for a nickel 
were willing to stand at the street crossings while all the full cars 
passed. There never has been much question about putting an end 
to the straphanging system if patrons of the street railways would 
not insist upon straphanging rather than waiting for seats. There 
is always the next car and the next and the next, but ninety-nine out 
of every hundred persons will claim the right of taking the first, 
and will take it, no matter whether there is sitting room or not. 

Every right thinking person in America will, no doubt, be glad 
if Seattle shall be able to manage its traction lines so that every 
nickel means a seat and no passengers shall be permitted to strap- 
hang. The West is progressive, and Seattle js typical of the West, 
but all the continents will eagerly desire to know how Seattle is 
managing the people who tell the conductor that they must get 
down town or to their homes even if they are compelled to stand 
on each others’ feet. 
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It 1s NoT an altogether pleasant fact to contemplate that an 
Oregon log raft recently towed to San Francisco represented 100 
acres of timber land. It probably represented also more than a 
hundred years of growth. Still, there is compensation in the news 
that tree planting in the United States is now more general than 
ever before. 


Cuicaco is the latest of the larger cities to move in the direc- 
{ion of a municipal market. If the project can be made successful 
anywhere, Chicago; with its great livestock and produce supply, 
should be able to make it so. 


AFFAIRS and trends in the educational world 
are so shaping themselves that it is becom- 
ing easier and easier to group universities 
and colleges according as they have the static 
or the dynamic conception of their social duty. 
The traditional, historic attitude is the easier 
to take and the least expensive to maintain. 
According to this theory the campus is the 
area within which the institution does its 
work. Students come to it from afar. take 
what they find and depart; but the teachers abide within the limited 
academic environment, serving those disciples who can afford to 
come to them but doing little (and that sporadically, not systemat- 
ically) for the outer world. 

Over against this conception of a university's duty stands that 
which makes its teachers and trained experts servants of society as 
a whole, with states and the nation itself summoning them for 
advice on all social problems. The campus is the abode of only a 
fraction of the youthful population under the influence of the institu- 
tion. It steadily sends forth such advisers as it may enroll to the 
remotest hamlets of the state; and what personal visitation may not 
do, the printed page, the syllabus and other forms of popularized 
knowledge are planned to supplement. 

Where this moving, living, propaganda theory of education 
controls, you find it possible for such an event as this to occur: 
Trustees of Ohio University, with representatives of the teaching 
staff, and prominent legislative and administrative officials of the 
state have been touring together, studying the state universities of 
Michigan, Illinois and Wisconsin, their motive being “idea-gather- 
ing.” Later this month Wisconsin state officials and the chief per- 
sonalities of the university at Madison, come East to Pennsylvania 
to learn as well as to teach. But their main motive is to impress 
upon Philadelphians and Pittsburghers the necessity for the Keystone 
state to conceive of popular education in a more universal, dynamic 
and serviceable way. Pennsylvanians did Wisconsin‘ the honor last 
vear of sending a delegation to tour that state, to study the uni- 
versity at Madison and its educational program for every resident 
of the commonwealth. This year the Wisconsin contingent comes 
lcast.

Fortunate is the calling that makes state action 
unnecessary, and of its own volition sets about defining anew o1 
framing for the first time a standard of conduct in the light of con- 
temporary conditions of life and in obedience to enduring ideals ot 
honor and justice. 

Such voluntary action is far more likely than is an 
sion to be followed by obedience to the new code when it is framed. 
Internal conviction of the need of betterment is the best possible 
guarantee that when the higher duty is defined it will be fulfilled 
gladly and with zeal. Action from within being lacking, society 
as a Whole often has to interfere and impose from above a standard 
that might better have originated within. 

Fortunately it is a matter of record that stirrings of this kind 
are increasing rather than diminishing in number. Standardiza- 
tion of business is not proceeding wholly along lines of mere 
efhciency of administration and reduction of cost of production 
and sale. The social unrest of the time, the clamant demand for 
justice, and the contempt for the commercialism that is only com- 
mercialism and nothing more, are ali foreing problems of class 
ethics upon men of all callings.

altogether reliable. It has been reported | 
more than once that Mr. Wilson would be | 
willing to let the bill go over to the regular 
session, and more than once it has been 
shown that he is desirous above all things at present of getting that 
measure out of the way in a satisfactory manner. His interest in 
ihe enactment of currency legislation is more than personal, although 
he is personally very deeply interested in it. Moreover, the Glass- 
Owen bill, so-called, is not only. an administration but a party meas- 
ure. The Baltimore platform pledged the Democracy to the reforms 
that bill is intended to provide for. The Democratic party is obli- 
gated just as strongly to pass a currency Dill as it was to pass a 
tariff bill. 

President Wilson is not the type of man to be led into dis- 
regard of the platform upon which he was elected by considera- 
tions of personal expediency, whether those considerations relate to 
himself or to others. He has repeatedly made it clear that to him 
there appears to be but one road to travel and that the straight one. 
The party that carried the election of last November carried it on 
clearly defined issues. Lapse of a year has in no way changed 
these issues. If it was right for Woodrow Wilson and his. fol- 
lowers to pledge themselves solemnly to certain reforms in the fall 
of 1912, it is clearly right that they should fulfil those promises 
in the fall of 1913. | 

President Wilson, of course, cannot hold out against the wishes 
of Congress. He cannot, that is, be altogether unyielding. He 
nay consent to adjournment before the regular session convenes. 
But this will involve no concessions on the main point, so far as 
can be seen. He has not consented to any compromises with regard 
to the currency bill during the special session; it is reasonably cer- 
tain that he will hold his party in Congress to just as strict an 
accountability during the regular session. The Democrats that are 
unfriendly or indifferent toward the currency bill may obtain a 
respite, but apparently they will have the President's consent to no 
release from their obligation. 


AMERICAN authors and playwrights, and 
publishers of their books and plays, having 
at last come to accept European standards of 
realism and naturalism in treatment of phases 
of life hitherto excluded from fiction and 
the drama, problems of censorship hitherto 
lacking are arising in the United States. 
Such problems face mayors and chiefs of 
police, custodians of public or private circu- 
lating libraries, heads of educational institu- 
tions, owners of periodicals and civic reformers. And it is sig- 
nificant that civic reformers are by no means a united body when 
this issue appears. 

That the problem ‘of discrimination is being faced seriously 
by the librarian of the Chicago public library 1s inferable from his 
recent public statement. No doubt he speaks for his profession 
when he says, “If the subjects of religion and family ties and the 
sacred obligations of life are treated (in any book) with contempt, 
or flippancy, or cynicism, that book is undesirable.” And, as unde- 
sirable, is not to be furnished. 

As an aid to his own corps of censors, this library administra- 
tor permits no undue reliance to be put by them on book reviews 
or on the prior good reputation of an author. Neither source of 
guidance is dependable, ‘‘as too trusting librarians have found out 
to their mortification and embarrassment. — 

Having once decided that there must be some discrimination 
in order to prevent a constituency of whatever sort from suffering 
damage from liberty turned to license, then of course the major 
difficulty is in selecting the right censor or censors. A power to 
exclude, though born of good motives, may be used to satisfy per- 
sonal prejudice or partizan, racial and sectarian ends. Indeed, it 
is so used today in public libraries that could be mentioned. Hence 
it is that many persons will question resort to censorship, at least 
of any extreme or enduring form. Created to conserve morality, 
it may be used to suppress spirituality and hberty.
